have come and are still coming. Here ia 
the Rockingham Hote}l, closed for the sea- 
gon, save to the sorrowing mother and the

whole year befere. And so the sorrowful 
journey begins under the ausoices of love.

For a week Mr. Samuel Cupple#*has been 
a very sick man at his splendid home, No. 
3673 West Pine street, and no one but his 
physician and nurses have been permitted 
to enter his room. 

The venerable millionaire has been en- 
joined not to speak to any one, as he is 
suffering with asthma in an aggravated 
form, and to talk might bring on a cough- 
ing spell and suffocation. On that account 
even his most intimate friends are not. per- 
mitted to see the sufferer, 

For years Mr. Cupples, who is now well 
in the seventies, has been afflicted with 
asthma and on all his journeys is accom- 
panied by a physician. He passed the sum- 
mer at Jamestown, R.I., and other Eastern 
resorts and appeared much benefited until 
last week, when his condition became 
worse, and he made a quick journey home- 
ward in his special car. He wanted to be 
in St. Louis if the worst came. 

Mrs. Scudder, bis adopted daughter, who 
is the late Mrs. Cupples’ niece, is with him 
constantly. She is his. only child, her hus- 
band being now in Colorado for his health. 

Said an intimate fr'end of the sufferer: 

“Mr. Cupples wag feeling better yesterday 
and we are much encouraged. He was at- 
tended by a homeo@path until a few weeks 
ago, when he seoured the services of a 
physician who had accompanied him here 
from Jamestown. He is over 70 years old, 
but may live years yet, or suffocate in a 
day, vwing to the danger of his asthmatic 
trouble.’”’ 


PLAYED HAVOC 
WITH WIRES, 


Dangerous Electric Currents 
Down in the Street. 


Somebody—it is charged against strikins 
linemen—played Gavoc with the are light 
wires'of the Missouri Edison Electrio Light 
Co. early Thursday morning and for sev- 
eral hours 360 lights failed to work. 

At the operative headquarters of the com- 
pany the watchmen were surprised to re- 
celve the signals of disconnected circuits 
from six 6witches simultaneously. 

Men were sent out along the broken lines 
hastily to make repairs. : 

Two hours later a lineman discovered the 
wires of the arc light on Miller street, just 
east of Broadway, stretcned across tne 
pavement. It was a dangerous unuertaking 
to connect them, but it was done, and that 
circuit was lighted again. It could be g-e€n 
the wires were not lown down by wind, 
but had been smoothly cut with pliers. 

At Eighteenth street and Lafayette ; 
nue four circuits were cut and the wires, 
which were charged heavily enough to 
shock anyone to death, lay s‘attered aboui 
in confusion. These were connected by the 
company’s men without a fatality or acci- 
dent. 

At California avenue and Potomac etrret 
another wire was found down and piaced 
back upon the pole and connected. 

Supt. H. A, Wagner of the Electric Ligit 


Company said: ‘This is an extremely dan- 
gerous method the strikers have a!opted 
to do us injury. All] of these wires ure iive 
and might easily cause the death of ‘any 
person who should stumble against one of 
them. The strikers first cut our circuits 
Tuesday night and when our men «ere r 
pairing the lines they were stoned by 
hiding strikers. 

“Rut for our vigilance in turning off the 
current of the lines that are cut there migint 
have been deaths this morning from the 
strikers’ folly. In my opinion the etrike 
over and | do not anticipate much trouble. 
We have applications for work constantly 
and now have all of the men we need. 

“We have our eyes on a few men whom 
we suspect of cutting our wires and intend | 
to bring them to justice.”

“All right,”’ said the Colonel, “with one 
proviso—the men must not have more than 
one pint bottle of beer apiece.” 

The Mayor believes in beer and he tried 
to argue this point, but the Colonel was 
firm. ‘One pint bottle per man; that is 
enough,’’ he said. 

The Mayor yielded. Then he told the 
Colonel that the people of St. Louis wanted 
him and all his officers to feel at home 
and to mingle with them freely. 

“We want you to come to our social en- 
tertainments, take part in our festivities 
and feel that you have a4” interest and a 
stake in the community. Weare plain peo- 
ple and friendly people. Whenever 1 come 
down here I want you to say, * ‘Hello! 
There’s Uncle Henry, come down to pass 
the time o’ day.’ ”’

The reform 
in the medical branch of the army will not 
come from the information thus garnered by 
the head of the War Department, Dr. Senn 
intimates but from the crusade of the men 
who underwent the handicaps and hardships 
forced upon their duties by the cumbersome 
machinery which controls the relief depart- 
ment. 
“An investigation, casual and by an of- 
ficial head, has not gained any weighty 
resujts,’’ continued the doctor. ‘The day 
of such a visit always finds the military 
camp on dress parade, as it were, and the 
faults are not so palpable. The present 
trip to the South is not so much for in- 
vestigation, however. It is Intended to 
create some excitement, produce some 
cheering and has behind it possibly a po- 
litical motive. 

“Another war,’ continued Dr. Senn, “wll 
ceratinly find wholesome reorganization in- 
the medical branch of the army service. 
The entire system as now used must be 
revolutionized. As the first step the Sur- 
adie of the country’s fighting 
orces should be given higher rank, At 
present he is entitled to but a Brigadier- 
General's decorations. Rank is everything 
in the army. It moog aa better work and 
creates more competition for position. This 
impetus should be loosed in the medical 
service. Let the chief surgeon be admitted 
to a Major-General’s rank and ita pay. 
Let Brigad er-Generals be appointed to ev- 
ery divjsion of duty involved tn the de- 
partment. To fight the Spaniards at San- 
tiago the army had Major-Generals by 
the dozen and the Colone!s counted up 
near the hundreds. To fight the fevers 
and the ravages of the Southern climate 
there was a medical corpa headed by few 
officers and those well down the list soa 
far as title caliber was concerned. Tha 
medical department now has but five off- 
cers with the rank of Colonel and seven 
Lieutenant-Colonels, 

“Unrest, criticism and grumbling.” Dr 
Senn has said, “are the accompan!ments 
and heritage of every war. ust and 
wrathful criticism ts legitimate: criticism 
the outpouring of tmpure, selfish motives 
is baneful. We have learned a severe jes- 
son because of inexperience. The next war 
these faults corrected.”

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A POLITICAL STORY. 


A curious story of army appointment comes from Wash- 
ington, vouched for by the best authority. 

The writer tells that President McKinley, fearing vexatious 
criticism in the “partisan press,” directed that appointments 
@ the staff frori civil life be kept secret. Through the indis- 
cretion of a War Department clerk a dozen or so were pulb- 
lished, but the hapeless young man was quickly suppressed 
and no more names were given out. Accompanying the story 
is a list of these appointments in the commissary, which 
reads -like the list of guests at a patriarchs’ ball or the 
Players in a golf tournament. Sons and grandsons, nephews 
@nd cousins of somebodies in the social or political swim 
were quartered upon the army, where their ignorance shone 
effulgentiy. Young men were appointed chief commissaries 
who would not be selected as quartermasters of a small 
picnic. Transportation in many cases was placed in the 
hands of men whose experience had not gone beyond the 
purchase of tickets for their own holiday journeys, and canips 
were selected by meh whose ideas on the subject were suz- 
gested by their outings in the Adirondacks. 

The staff appointments were made by order of the Pres|- 
dent. The Secretary of War and his subordinates merely 
filled out and signed the commissions. The President wrote 
his orders on a card and that is the only = Rate to be found 
if indeed that is on file. :

No effort should be spared 
to make their stay in St. Louis so enjoyable that the Mexi- 
cans will all want to repeat the visit frequently. 
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A WINNING FIGHT. 


Under the promptings of the Post-Dispatch, Mayor Ziegen- 
hein, Congressmen Pearce, Joy and Bartholdt and other 
leading citizens have visited Jefferson Barracks and made 
a thorough investigation as to its desirability for a first-class 
army post. They came away convinced that the location 
Was unexcelled and that it would be for the benefit of the 
country as well as of St. Louis to have such a post located 
there. 

The Mayor and St. Louis Congressmen have embarked upon 
a winning enterprise. If the facts are properly presented to 
the Government authorities, the efforts of those interested 
must succeed. 

The war has proved beyond question the value of St. Louis 
as an organizing and distributing center for army opera- 
tions. The great events of the past few months have made 
it more than ever necessary to locate army posts at the 
best possible points throughout the country for the prompt 
and convenient mobilization of troops in emergencies. Every 
American hopes that a war emergency will not arise agdin 
for a very long time, but he is also aware that the danger 
of such an emergency arising will be very much greater from 
this time than it was before Spain forced us to draw the 
sword. 

St. Louls is the one pofnt in the United States that ought 
to have a great army post, whatever other city is without 
one. Its central location, its network of trunk railways and 
its enormous capacity to provide army supplies make this 
proposition indisputable. 

Go on, Mr. Mayor and gentlemen. The entire community 
is witH you in your efforts to obtain this advantage for St. 
Louis. 
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The decision that poor George Gould will have to pay taxes 
on only $200,000 may enable him to pull through the winter 
should the season not prove exceptionally severe. Mr. 
Gould’s victory will encourage other poor men like himself 
to dodge the taxes which relentless assessors would put upon 
thern. 
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If the exposure of Esterhazy destroys forever the abom- 
inable doctrine of absolute, blind obedience in military mat- 
ters, Dreyfus will not have suffered in vain. That doctrine 
would undermine manhood. It should be relegated to the 
limbo of the dogma as to the divine right of Kings.

currants, raspberries or strawberries, should 


be mashed and put through a sieve. 


After sweetening with powdered Sugar and stirring thoroughly, let it stand until the 
cream is whipped—two or three minutes.

NOT A MAN SCARED 
WHEN CERVERA CAME. 


No Complaints in the Navy About 
Lack of Medical or Any Other 
Necessary Attention. 


An athletic young man in sailor's uni- 
form, was an attentive spectator in Judge 
Peabody's court Thur@éday morning. The 
man was George B. Melon, who was on the 
battleship Texas when Cervera’'s fle:t wus 
destroyed in Santiago Harbor. He lives 
at 1724 Olive street, @nd is home on 
furlough. 

“IT came down here,”’ said Melon, “to pass 
the time. I saw s0 much.real war that I 
wanted to see what a domestic battle 
like. 

“IT have been in he navy three yeare, and 
Iexpect to pass el] my years on the sea.’ 

Referring to the contest at Santiago the 
Sailor lad said: “You might think we were 
greatly excited on that occasion, but quite 
the opposite is true: Every man was at 
his post. cool as @ cucumber. We knew 
what wes wanted of us and felt sure of 
our ability to win. 

“It was common report among our fleet 
that Capt. Lee of the Royal army gave 
Commodore Schley the tip that Cervera 
contemplated a dash from the harbor. He 
Was seen to board the Brooklyn a few 
hours before the Spanish Admiral made the 
desperate break toescape. Only a few men 
on our vessel were wounded.’ 

Sailor Melon has not the highest admira- 
tion for Sampson’s executive methods. He 
says Schley is his peer in every respect. 

Admiral Sampson would court-martial a 
subordinate where Schiey would merely 
call him to task in a mild way and ac- 
complish much more. 

“Commodore Schley handles his men and 
issues instructions as though he were a 
sailor among them. Sampson is an icicle 
in his manner. Sampson‘is small in stature 
while Schley is big and powerful and the 
perfect ideal of a warrior. 

“Not a complaint was heard among the 
sailors of poor medical treatment or lack 
of food. hat was because we were gen- 
eraled by experienced men. Shoulder- 
traps or titles are not conferred on naval 
ghiers until they develop their ability. 

“J intend to return Hast in a few days 
and resume my old place on the Texas. 
For awhile she was thought to be ‘jonahed,’ 
but since Lieut. Hensler joined us we have 
not met with a singie accident. In recog- 
nition of that fact the crew presented the 
Lieutenant with a gold watch and chain. 
Capt. Phillips, too, is a prince. To serve 
aside such men more than endears us to 
the navy of Uncle Sam.” 


THE SHORTAGE OF POLICE. 


Chief Campbell Says It Is a Hardship, 
but Is Unavoidable. 

Chief of Pelice Campbell says that if 
there were an adequate number cf police- 
men on the force the remarkable card Is- 
sued hy him wa few. days ago, requesting the 

verson at home 
to guard property on the night of the Veiled 
Prophet's parade, would have been unnec- 


essary. 

“As it is, “said the Chief, ‘“‘we must 
frankly admit our inability to meet the 
emergency. It is absolutely necessary to 
have every possible man along the line of 
march on Veiled Prophet's night. This 
leaves the larger part of the city without 
yroper police protection on that night. I 
Snow it is a hardship to keep anybody aé 
home on such a night. The servants are 
just as eager to witness the paraie and 
festivities ag are the members of the house- 
hold, and it will be hard to order them to 
stay at home and guard property. It will 
fall equally as hard on others. But I see 
no other way out of it. 

“So long as the force remains at its pres- 
ent size this emergency will arise every 
year. If there were 200 more policemen on 
the rolls every beat in the city could he 
patrolled on such occasions and the police 
could handle these emergency crowds. We 
need 200 more men on the. force all of the 
time anyhow, but as it is we are now hav- 
ing to give all members of the force a two- 
weeks’ vacation without pay in order to 
come within the appropriation made for 
us by the municipal authorities.”

The situation between the. sharks and the 
telegraph operators has became unbear- 
able. The operators were. placed complete- 
ly at the mercy of the vultures. about five 
years ago by the action of their employer, 
the Western Union Telegraph Co., in order- 
ing the immediate discharge of any em- 
ployes against whom garnishment proceef- 
ngs were instituted. This order prevented 
the victims from taking the proper legal 
Steps to rid themselves of their burdens, 
since any move on their part against the 
sharks, was sure to precipitate garnish- 
ment pfoceedings and the operator lost his 
position. 

Mr. Hawes has written to officials of the 
Western Union Co., stating the situation 
and asking that his rule be abrogated. He 
and Gov. Stephens will go to New York for 
the purpose of laying the case before the 
officials of the company. If the rule is 
abrogated, Mr. Hawes will at oncaé insti- 
tute legal] proceedings against the sharks. 

St. Louis is overrun by an army of money 
lenders. Their rateS’ are from 5 to 20 per 
cent a month, and if a person once gets 
in their clutches, only death or the inherit- 
a@nce of a fortune can release him. Here 
is a known instance: An operator borrow- 
ed $160 at 20 per cent a month. The opera- 
tor’s salary was $75 a month.

Another operator has 
been paying interest on a debt 33 years 
without reducing the principal one penny.
